Here is some information to share with children: 

^ An art museum is a place where works of art are displayed, cared for, 
and safely stored, it's also gathering place where people of all ages come 
to see and do fun things, learn, and enjoy themselves. 


Works of art need special care so that people living many years from now 
will be able to see them, too. To help artworks last a long time, please do 
not touch them. We all have oils on our fingertips that can damage them.

Pretend this isn't a building at all. What else could it be? 

How many shapes can you find? Pick one and draw it in the air with 
your finger.

[He wanted the works 
of art to be seen in the light in which they were created a long time 
ago, before electric lights were invented.] 

How does being here make you feel? Do you feel different than you did 
outside? Did coming inside change your mood?

What is this outfit made of? S metal leather, fxfbtic, animal horn, paper, poin

How would you feel if you put on this suit of armor?

Notice the horns on the helmet. They represent an animal who could 
offer protection to the warrior. If you needed protection, what animal 
would you become? Why? What symbol would you put on your helmet? 

Sometimes what we wear is art, too! Do you think the clothes you're 
wearing will be in a museum someday? Why or why not? 
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Samurai: A Japanese warrior who lived a long time ago. 
Armor: An outfit worn for protection during battle. 
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What's going on in this painting? 

Do you think the woman and child know one another well or not? What do 
you see that makes you say that? 

Pretend that you are holding a baby. Are your arms straight or curved? 

Are you looking into the baby's face? How do you feel? 

What colors do you see? 

Close your eyes and think about the sun, fire, and other warm things. 

What colors do they make you think of? 

Now think about water, ice, and shade—cool places or things. What colors 
do you think about? 

Look again at the painting. Do any parts look "warm" to you? What colors 
are in those places? 

Do any parts look "cool" to you? What colors do you see there? 

Does the painting feel mostly warm or cool to you? What makes you say that?
